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LEOPOLD AND LOEB 


GET LIFE SENTENCES| 


FOR FRANKS MURDER 


a 

Chicago, Sept. 10.— Life im- 
prisonment was the punish- 
ment fixed today by Judge 
John R. Cavelery upon Nathan 
Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb 
confessed kidnappers and mur- 
derers of 14-year-old Robert 
Franks. 

This was a complete victory 
for the defense. 

Judge Caverly said such an 
action as death sentence was 
contrary to all the tendency of 
criminal law. 

Youth was the controlling 
factor in Judge Caverly’ s deci- 
sion. He said no minor had 
ever been sentenced to death 
in Dlinos on a plea of guilty. 

Not a muscle moved in Leo- 
pold’s face as Judge Caverly in 
dicated life imprisonment was 
to be the fate. Loeb rapidly 
blinked his eyelids, gulped al- 
most unnoticeably and slightly 
contracted his lips. Not a por- 
tion of his body moved. 

“That finishes my connec- 
tion with the case,” said Clar- 
ence S. Darrow, veteran chief 
@ounsel for the defendants 
whose plea on behalf of youth 
overcame the state’s insistance 
on the death penalty. 

The court passed separate 
sentences on the murder and 
kidnapping charges naming 
life imprisonment as the punish 
ment for the murder and im- 
prisonment for 99 years on the 
kidnapping indictment. This 
was to meet legal technicalities 

Leopold sand Leob were 
quickly on their feet when 
court had been adjourned. Leo 
pold by his own momentum 
and the thrust of his baliff, 
was through the crowd enroute 
back to his cell before Leob 
had started. Leob took a few 
seconds to grip Darrow’s arm 
and pressed his lips in an evi- 
dent control of emotion. 

Leopold and Loeb were ex- 
tremely sober as they were led 
through the states attorneys of 
fice after receiving their sen- 
tence and onto the “bridge of 
sights” to be again incarcerat- 
ed in the jail where they will 
remain until sent to Joilet peni- 
tentiary to spend the remain- 
der of their lives.

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IMPEACHMENT SUIT | 
ORDERED AGAINST 
SHERIFF OF MOBILE 


MAT DERE oxen Sept. 11. 
—Governor W. W. Brandon to 
day directed Attorney General 
Harwell G. Davis to institute 
impeachment proceedings a- 
gainst Sheriff Paul Cazalas of 
Mobile county. This action} 
was taken upon the recommen- 
dation of the attorney general. 

The following statement was 
issued by Governor Brandon: 

“Acting upon the recommen- 
dation of the attorney general, 
who informs me that he believ- 
es he has sufficient evidence to 
support impeachment proceed- 
ings against Paul Cazalas, sher 
iff of Mobile county, I have di- 
rected him to institute proceed- 
ings.” 

Both the governor and the 
attorney general declined to 
make any statement as to the 
nature of the evidence obtain- 
ed against Sheriff Cazalas, or 
as to any other details of the 
matter. 

Sheriff Cazalas was indicted 
by the federal grand jury dur- 
ing the recent investigation of 


Mobile’s “rum ring,” but was 
acquitted. It has been known 


that for some time state ex- 
aminers have been conducting 
an examination of the office of 
the Mobilegsheriff. Governor 
Brandon stated today, however 
that he has not received a re- 
port from the examination. 

No indication was given as 
to how soon the impeachment 
proceedings will be filed by 
the attorney general with the} 
supreme court.

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Ala- 


| bama, at a session held in 1928, has 


ordered an election by the qualified 
lectors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, which is 
herein set forth, to be held at the gen- 
eral election in November, 1924; and 

WHEREAS, Notice of such elec- 
proposed 
amendment, is required by law to be 
given by proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, William W, 
Brandon, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that at the general 
election in November, 1924, an elec- 
tion will be, held for the vote of the 
qualified electors of the State of Ala- 
bama, and in the manner, form and 
placs required by law, upon the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, viz: 

“Article —, Section 1. The County 
State of Alabama, shall 
lave power to levy and collect a spe- 


cinl county road tax not exceeding 
fifty’ cents on each one hundred dol- 
lori worth of taxable property in 


addition to that now 
thorized or that may hereafter be

rovided, that of such-tax, the time 
is to continue und the purpose 
ereof shall have been first submit- 


ted to the vote of the qualified elec- 
tors of the county, and voted for by 
majority of those voting at such 
election. Section 2. Twenty-five per 
centum of all moneys derived from

erein, shall be paid to such munici- 
l and shall, by it, be Expe nded 
upkeep of its streets. Section 3. 

` Court of County Commissioners, 
board*ol! revenue, or other governing 


body of sald county, may, or upon 
written petition of ten per centum of 
the qualified voters of Walker Coun- 
ty, shall call and submit said elec 
tHon provided for and authorized by 
seclion one hereof to the qualified 
electors of Walker County either at 
the time of the general election or at 
i, Special election aytled for that pur- 
pose; provided, tnat said election 
shall be calledgand held in accordance 
With the law now or that may be en- 
acted governing county bond elec 
tions, and in conformity with the gen- 
eral election laws of the State.”

"RS KILL NEGRO 
GR ASSAULT 
ANE WOMAN

Montgomery, Ala., Sept. 11. 
—Jim Smith, 3 35 year old negro 

arrested this afternoon, two 
miles frorn the city on the Hay- 
neville road on a charge of at- 
tacking a 60 year old white 
woman, was shot and killed by 
Deputy Sheriff Joe Partin as 
the officers were returning to 
the county jail. According to 
the officers, the negro attempt- 
ed to make his escaue by jump- 
ing from the automobile. He 
is also said to have grabbed for 


Deputy Partin’s pistol as he 
leaped out of the car. The of- 


ficer emptied his revolver, all 
shots taking effect. The negro 
died instantly. 

According to reports from 
the sheriff's office, Smith went 
to the home where the woman 
was living yesterday evening. 
Finding her alone, he is aleged 


and the interest there-{to have entered the house and 


grabbed her and threatened te 
kill her. 

The report of the crime was 
reported to the sheriff early to 
day and after several hours of 
searching the negro was found 
in his home, not more than a 
mile from where the > woman 
lived. 


FARMERS URGED TO 
PLOW UNDER STALKS 


Auburn, Aa Se Sept. 15.—Fol 
lowing an exceptionally hot, 
dry summer which was very un 
favorable for boll weevils and 
which ‘caused cotton stalks to 
quit growing very early, an ex- 
cellent opportunity now pre- 


sents itself for farmers to give. 


boll weevils a severe blow by 
turning cotton stalks under this 
fall. 

On the value of this work a 
bulletin of the Alabama Ex- 
tension Service says: “The 
easiest and most effective me- 
thod of weevil control is early 
fall burial of cotton stalks. If 
done three weeks or more _ be- 
fore the first killing frost it 
will prevent fall multiplication 
of weevils and so reduce win- 
ter survival that it may be de- 
pended upon for nearly a com- 
plete solution of the weevil con 
trol problem during the follow- 
ing year. 

“To be effective in weevil 
control stalks should be buried 
under at least four inches of 
aie Such burial requires a 
two-horse plow and, preferably 
a three-horse plow, or a trac- 
tor. It is better not to use a 
stalk chopper before plowing. 
for bending stalks over into the 
furrows a stalk bender, heavy 
log drag, or chain should be 
used. A good bender is’ illus- 
trated by Figure 1, page 7. It 
is much better to plow either 
diagonally or directly across 
the rews, in order to thorough- 
ly distribute and cover stalks. 
Plowing directly with the rows 
piles stalks on each other and 
makes it difficult to cover them 
as deeply and thoroughly as it 
should be done. 

A disc harrow with the discs 
set straight should follow ‘the 
plow to chop the stalks and 
settle the dirt. Green tips 
which may be showing should 
be chopped down and covered 
with a hoe,” 

This will pay an individual 
even though his neighbors do 


not turn their stalks under but 


it is more effective if the stalks 
are turned under on a larger 
scale. It is a splendid com- 
munity project.
